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PRESIDENT WILSON CRITICIZED 


As was to be expected, the British 


press 
resents 
President 
Wilson's 


speech favoring universal peace. Some 
of tbe most influential papers, while 
praising the president's altruistic ten- 
dencies, call his speech "an ill limed 
interference" and advise him to keep 
out of the ring until the conflict is 
ended. Some of the London papers 
insinuate that the president is selling 
the Allies' cause to 
Germany. 
This, 


of course, is hased upon his objection 
to the reparation and restitution prop- 
osition-named in the terms of peace 
submitted by the Allies and Iris con- 
tention that a victory peace could not 
be la.sting. 


In reply to his peace note the presi- 


dent was 
politely informed 
that 
no 


peace league would be of any use un- 
less backed up by force. The -pre,si- 
dent had not intimated .whether the 
United States would be willing to en- 
ter such a league to compel peace. 


The president's speech covers that 


point, but his personal approval has 
no binding effect 
upon 
the 
nation.

treaty making power, which

president and senate acting In concert. 


Jlereafter it is likely that the Allies 


will not regard President Wilson as 
unbiased in his views of the contend- 
ing sides in the war.

The experts in the forest service be- 


lieve t h a t a more stable kind of forest 
cwnership, divorced from manufacture 
to a

than now, must 


come about before the ills of the lum- 
ber business can be cured permanently. 
This kind of ownership must not only 
carry the present stocks of merchant- 
able timber until the productive indus- 
try needs them, but also provides fur 
regrowth on cutover lands.
